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Rubin Starts 
Drop-in Center 


NECC is going to have a ‘‘drop- 
in’’ counseling center where the 
students of NECC can go any 
time they have a problem they 
want to talk about with another 
student trained in counseling. 
The drop-in center will be staffed 
entirely by students. The only 
non - student connected with the 
Drop-In Center will be Rubin 
Russell from the Counseling 
Dept. who will be the coordinator 
and the only person from the 
College administration linked to 
the Drop-In Center. 

‘The purpose of the Drop-In 
Center is to provide a place 
where students can meet with 


other students to get accurate 


information and good counseling. 


Some of the areas that the 


student counselors will be trained 
in are the following types of 
counseling : 

— Draft (Selective Service) 


_ — Pregnancy - Abortion 


— Drugs and Alcohol 


— Family 
— Boyfriend - Girlfriend 
— Homosexuality 


Also, the student counselors 
will know about and be able to 
give good, reliable, accurate 
information in many different 
areas including: 

— Sex and Drug Information 
ss Birth Control and 
Contraceptives ’ 

— Venereal Disease 

—Tenants Rights and Assistance 
— Women’s Liberation 

— Alternative Lifestyles and 
Vocations 

— Medical, Psychological, and 
Legal Referrals 

All these things listed above 
and the others that will probably 
come up as we get going add up to 
avery ambitious undertaking. To 
successfully accomplish these, 
that is, to have a really “‘high 
quality’’ Drop-In Center, is going 
to take an awful lot of hard work. 
It will take the time and energy of 
many people who are sincerely 
interested and willing to invest 
themselves in helping other 
people. Of course we need 
counselors but we also need lots 
of other people — a ‘‘support”’ 
staff. We’ll need somebody to do 
some bookkeeping or accounting 
to handle our budget; some 
people to do some handiwork 
(anyone want to fix an old 
rocking chair?!); we need a lot of 
Public Relations, Advertising, 
Information Sharing to be done; 
some Secretarial help (typing, 
filing, and letter writing, etc.; 
and we'll especially need some 
people to do research (to clip 
articles, set up files, etc.). There 
are all kinds of things to be done 
and many people are needed. The 
only requirement is a willingness 
to do some serious work. 

The counselors in the Drop-In 
Center will be among the more 
“together’’ people on campus. 
They will be people who 
generally feel pretty good about 
themselves and who know what 
they are not capable of as well as 
what they are capable of doing. 
‘raannbi must be able to offer 


alternatives without telling 
people which is the ‘right’ one 
for them. 

Counselors and support people 
will hopefully be a very mixed 
group. It is very important that a 
campus Drop-In Center be able to 
serve all students and that all 
students will be able to relate to 
the Drop-In Center. It should not 
be a place for just one part of the 
campus population. Everyone 
should feel that it is her or his 
drop-in center. This doesn’t mean 
that all students will be able to 
relate to all counselors but 
rather, that every student should 
feel comfortable with at least 
some person on the drop-in 
center staff. So it is very 
important that we have all kinds 
of people working with the center 
— long - haired freaks as well as 
clean cut, well - dressed people; 
women as well as_ men, 
engineerings and secretaries as 
well as students; eggheads and 
jocks; hippies and straights, etc. 
Besides a willingness to work 
hard, everyone must care for 
other people - and for himself or 
herself. No one connected with

the Drop-In Center can be strung 
out (addicted or dependent) on 
drugs, alcohol, or anything else. 
In no way will anything illegal, 
drugs or otherwise, be tolerated 


- in or around the Drop-In Center. 


We can’t afford to let a good thing 
get blown away because of even a 
minor legal hassle. 

The counselors will be chosen 
through a combination of self - 


selection and screening by 
Rubin, using the criteria for 
counselors discussed above. 
After selection, the counselors 
will go through an extensive 
training period covering the 
content areas listed above and 
will also be trained in the process 
and techniques of counseling. 
This training period will occur 
between the organizing meeting 
and the anticipated opening of 
the Drop-In Center at the start of 
next term, Feb. 1. Much of this 
will be done during. the 
midsemester break. Next term, 
counselors should be able to put 
in about 10 hours per week. 

Other staff members will also 
be trained in the different topics 
but not as much time is required 
and the time commitment for 
next term could be as much or as 
little as the student wishes. 
Students eligible for work - study 
jobs will probably be able to get 
paid for their work at the Drop-In 
Center. 

The staff of the Drop-In Center 
will be chosen from those people 
who come to the organizing 
meeting. If you can’t possibly 


make the meeting but want to be 
on the staff, please speak to 
Rubin. His office is in the Gym, 
Room 144.

Cut Down 


In the November 15, 1971 issue 
of NECCO, there was an article 
by Val Paradise called ‘‘Cut That 
Student Down.’ (For those 
unfortunate enough to have 
missed this article, it shows how 
low self - esteem causes a person 
to be afraid to think, since one 
doubts the value of one’s own 
reasoning — and how the early 
“educational’’ experiences of 
many individuals contribute to 
their low self - concept. The 
“educations” of many of our 
students have, as I interpret Mr. 
Paradise’s article, instead of 
encouraging human thought, put 
stifling obstacles in its way — 
and he cited several specific 
experiences that students have 
had.) 

I would like to add my two 
cents to the subject Mr. Paradise 
brought up — not only because it 
is refreshing to find that there 
are still some social scientists in 
existence who acknowledge that 
thinking takes place and that the 
individual is important — but 
because I think that the matter 
dealt with in the article is the 
most important matter that has 
ever appeared in these pages. 
Whether or not an individual 
thinks affects and even 
determines every area of his life. 
A society is made up of 
individuals who may or may not 
be thinking. Most often, they are 
not — as the course of human 
history seems to indicate. The 
message the student should get 
from Mr. Paradise’s article is: 
“Here’s why you don’t think. We 
know it. So put it behind you. 
Start reasoning now. You really 
can.” 

Lest anyone get the idea that 
the ‘‘cases’’ Mr. Paradise cited 
are not typical or even 
representative of a goodly 
number of students — I too have 
had numerous papers from 
students that differ from those 
Mr. Paradise received only in the 
details; and in the reasons why 
the papers were assigned. (Mine 
were assigned in anger at the 
students. Many had given me 
insipid “‘research”’ papers, with 
attempts to pass off the thinking. 
of others as their own — when I 
had asked them to read things 
and think things that were 
controversial and exciting. After 
ranting a bit, I asked some other 
classes to tell me why they were 
so afraid to do something that 
required thought that they 
preferred doing something that 
was a deadly bore. (I then found 
out why.) I will only add that I 
also found several instances of 
students who had been exposed to 
the most grotesque kind of 
bigotry. Their ‘‘nationality,’”’ 
religion, or ‘‘race”’ had actually 
been attacked by teachers. If that 
happens to a child — by a teacher 
yet — what makes sense to him? 
(I put ‘nationality’ and ‘“‘race”’ 
in quotes since I will confess to 
not being familiar with those 
terms as sometimes used, so far 
as their meaning is concerned.) 
It defies my comprehension how 
anyone stupid enough or 
depraved enough to think in 
terms of primitive tribal 
identifications can con a 
grammar school diploma, let 
alone the advanced degree 
required to become an educator. 
School is much too easy. 

As for Mr. Paradise’s belief

that many students have been 
told that they are not ‘‘college 


material’? — when it turns out 
that they are — I have never — 
yes, never — had a class in 


psychological testing and how a 
test can be misinterpreted 
wherein it has not come out that 
many students were told this 
very thing. (I am not talking 
about academic misfits or even 
about average students in this 
regard. I am talking about the 
cream of our crop by any rational 
standard.) We don’t need to do 
I.Q.’s to prove someone’s ability 
at the college level when they 
have already proven it by doing 
the work — but I did do one ona 
student who had been told that 
she is “‘below average’’ by her 
high school guidance counselor. 
The guidance counselor evidently 
got the girl’s I.Q. mixed up with 
her weight, since the I.Q. turned 
out to be 138. 

I don’t pretend to have any 
adequate solution to this 
problem. I even occasionally 
make myself part of the problem 
in introductory courses, in that I 
get so exasperated at the 
reluctance to think on the part of 
majorities that I fake reality by 
using testing methods that tell 
me nothing about the quality of 
an individual’s knowledge — so 
that I can avoid the spectacle of 
non - think, and hence avoid an 
ulcer or coronary or whatever for 
the moment — since non - think 
makes me very, very angry. It 
makes me even angrier to 
understand where non - think 
comes from — and angrier yet to 
know that all too many people see 
the solution to educational and 
other human problems in 
claiming that thinking doesn’t 
exist. (No, I’m not kidding. Find 
out what is the most popular 
“school .of thought’? among 
today’s ‘‘social scientists.’’) 

It needs cooler heads than mine 
to get at all the answers — but I 
think that putting one’s anti - 
rational, anti - cognitive past 
behind one and saying: “I can 
think”’ is a great start — and I 
thank Mr. Paradise for his 
article.

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Interview With Dean Stafford 


Dean Stafford (Bernier) 


DEAN STAFFORD 

Informally enjoyable are the 
words I’ll use in describing this 
interview. It was held in the 
office of Dean Stafford, Dean of 
Students. This interview was 
made to make aware to the 
students the services this 
department renders through the 
Director of 
Coordinator of Student Activities, 
Registrar, Director of 
Admissions, and Coordinator of 
financial aid. . 

Another service is schedulin 
of registration and all that is in 
conjunction with registration 
such as the admission of students 
in this college and in some cases 
the readmission of students who 


_ left or flunked out previously and 


want to come back. 

A total of nine professional 
people deal with the above 
services with Dean Stafford as 
the co-ordinator. 

Most students come in contact 

for some reason or another with 
some person within the 
department. 
As Dean Stafford puts it, 
“Many times we help out when a 
student is in trouble either with 
college relations or outside 
personal problems or whether he 
has a need to transfer to another 
college and I only get into the 
picture when my office can solve 
an individual with a problem that 
isn’t conveniently or isn’t easily 
solved somewhere else.”’ 

Dean Stafford went on to state 
that his position is also that of 
interpreting to the Dean of the 
College and to President Bentley 
the “desires of students, the way 
they feel about issues, the thing 
they like and don’t like, and 
services they might need that we 
don’t have. An example of this is 
the need for psychological 
services beyond what we’re able 


White House 


“The 1971 White House 
Conference on Youth was a 
unique event in the public life of 
the nation. It was the first time 
that a White House Conference 
has been devoted to the concerns 
of the young people.” 

So begins the report to the 
President of the White House 
Conference on Youth, released 
last week by its chairman, 
Stephen Hess. 

The 310-page report includes 
approximately 550 
recommendations from 1,500 
delegates to last April’s meeting 
in Estes Park, Colo., covering 
subjects from day - care centers 
and extra -_ territorial 
explorations. 

“You may not agree with all 
550 recommendations of the 
delegates,”’ Hess said, ‘‘but their 
proposals are certainly 
provocative and are well worth 
discussion and debate in 
classrooms and community 
meetings.” 

Called almost two years ago, 
the Conference attempted to 
separate the concerns of youth

to give on campus and also the 
need for medical services. These 
needs are likely to change in the 
course of the school year.”’ 

Dick: Let me present a picture 
of thought to you if I may. This 
picture concerns itself with the 
outlook of a community college 
student attempting to transfer as 
athird year student in the state of 
Massachusetts. His chances in 
my estimation of transfer are 
becoming ever the more difficult. 
For instance the chance of being 
accepted at Salem State College 
are, by odds, approximately 28 to 
1 against the student here at 
Northern Essex Community 
College. How do you eye this 
situation because I am under the 
impression that I’m taking a 
back seat to a four year student. 

Dean Stafford: I’m afraid I can 
not agree with you there. For 
students who are thinking of 
transferring to a four year 
college, there is a lot to be said 
for getting a start while your still 
living at home and after you get 
accustomed to college life to 
progress to specialize at a four 
year college. 

The other big area that a 
Community College provides for 
is for those students who want to 
work after two years. These 
students will have had sufficient 
education to acquire a foothold in 
the area of their choice. It sorf 
of reinforces the occupational 
position for which they might be 
seeking such as_ nursing, 
electronic technology and so on. 

Referring back to the transfer 
student I realize that there has 
been an increase in the number of 
people wanting to go to College 
and consequently the state 
colleges feel this pressure. For 
instance Salem State College is 
one of the most crowded of our 
state colleges, however there are 


many others. There’s 
Bridgewater, Westfield, North 
Adams, Fitchburg, and Boston 
State. There are others but it is 
certainly essential that a student 
seeking admission into a 
particular curriculum, find out 
what the market for supply and 
demand is at various colleges. 
This is one of the reasons why 
we're here. The situation isn’t as 
black as it sounds because we do 
get lots of kids in the state 
colleges and I think it is very 
likely that a student with a 2.5 


could find a place in a good four 


year state college. 

We do succeed in placing many 
kids with cum. averages below 
2.5. However, the one that is most 
popular with our students is 
Salem State, and it happens to be 
one of the most congested. 

Therefore their problems are 
acute and ours is acute in placing 
our ‘students there. There are 
some colleges like Boston State 
and North Adams College that 
are accepting a number of 
students for the spring semester, 
which is unusual. So it’s the old 
market place situation but there 
is place in our Mass. Colleges to 
accommodate to the needs of our 
students. 

Dick: There seems to be, Dean 
Stafford, an air of apathy within 
the confines of our hallowed walls 
that has been echoing since the 
beginning of school. What would 
you say the cause of this is? 

Dean Stafford: Well, just the 
other day I was reading a 
publication which cited so called 
apathy as a characteristic of 
community colleges in particular 
because the student ison campus 
for his classes and perhaps for a 
few other things then is off to his 
job and. then home, all in the 
same day. However it seems to 
me that we’re starting off this 
year with some indication that 
apathy may be decreasing. An 
example of this is the year book 
committee because last year we 
couldn’t get enough students 
interested in the make up of the 
yearbook. This year we have a 
group of sixty. Not only is it large 
in number but they’re extremely 
enthusiastic and energetic and 
have a very carefully worked out 
program.

Conference On Youth (= 


aged 14 - 24 from those of 
children, whose problems were 
aired at the White House 
Conference on the Children in 
Washington last December. 

The Conference began work on 
ten areas, from foreign policy to 
values, ethics and culture, by 
assigning adult and youth co- 
chairmen to oversee the 
preparation of advisory reports 
to draft their own 
recommendations and resolved 
that a report be submitted to 
them a year later on the progress 
of implementing their requests. 


A Conference spokesman said 
last week that this report is well 
underway in the 11 cabinet 
departments and 14 independent 
agencies, and will be included in 
the April report to the delegates. 


The Conference report has also 
been sent to 26,000 “‘institutional 
leaders’ — businesses, unions, 
churches, mass media, 
foundations, schools, etc. These 
institutions will fill out a 
questionnaire on their plans for 
acting on pertinent 


recommendations, and a 
summary will be prepared in 
time for next spring’s report. 

In eight months since April 22, 
when the conference ended, at 
least two recommendations have 
taken effect, according to the 
spokesman. 

First, the Action agency, 
established July 1, fulfilled a 
conference wish that the Peace 
Corps and Vista be merged into 
one volunteer agency. 

Second, the National 
Endowment for Arts_ has 
appointed youth members to its 
Art Advisory Panels at the 
Conference’s recommendation. 


‘Most recommendations were 
in the form of proposed 
legislation,” the spokesman said. 
“So, Congress has had no chance 
to pass any laws implementing 
those ideas since the 
Conference.”

As students of Northern Essex 
Community College we are 
between the ages of 18 - 24. This 
entitles us as stated in the 26th 
amendment the right to vote ina 
presidential election. Along with 
all other people of this age 
bracket we number 11,000 strong. 
This gives us the greatest 
political potential of any other 
single group in the country. Next 
November, when elections for the 
presidency come up, we must not 
blow our chances at being an 
effective impact on politics. 


Indications in the two major 
political parties show that they 
are not-particularly interested in 
welcoming the young as full 
participants in voting.

reservist she trains nurses and 
corpsmen at the Chelsea Naval 
Hospital. 


Mrs. Haritos’ project for her 
Masters in Nursing was totally 
different from the projects of the 
other students in her class. 
Instead of working in a hospital, 
she worked with the Community 
Action Council in Chelsea, 
instructing mothers from low 
income areas how to develop 
healthy child care practices. She 
says that her work in the council 
was very rewarding. She was 
more than a nurse and teacher to 
the mothers. She was a friend. 


Mrs. Haritos began her nursing 
career at New’ England 
Memorial Hospital where she 
received her R.N. At Boston 
University she received her B:S. 
in Nursing, M.S. in Nursing, and 
her Masters in Education. 
Presently, she is working on her 
doctorate at Boston College. 


The objectives of the Northern 
Essex Nursing Program is to 
prepare students to be general 
duty nurses. Students in the 
program combine nursing theory 
and practice with general 
education courses. Upon 
graduation the students are 
eligible to take a challenging 
exam to earn their R.N. This test 
is given to protect the public from 
ignorance and to judge those who 
qualify as safe practitioners. 


The major objectives of the 
program are patient comfort and 
safety, caring for the physical 
and psychological needs of both 
the sick and healthy, and aiding 
in rehabilitation of the patient. 
Under the guidance of the 
nursing instructors, the nurse 
learns how to coordinate her 
mental skills and manual 
dexterity to create a comfortable 
environment for the patient. 


The Nursing Department staff 
members are planning how to 
meet the needs of the increasing 
numbers of students applying to 
its program. Would it be feasible 
to have a night program 
scheduled? The staff has been 
considering the value of 
challenging exams for advanced 
placement of students who have 
previously been enrolled in 
nursing programs. They are also 


designing a policy for admissions __ 


of students into the program 
during any semester. 


After the first class graduated 
in 1969 the program was given 
initial approval. Last April the 
Department applied for 
accreditation and was given 
“reasonable assurance of 
accreditation.’’ This April the 
National League of Nursing will 
evaluate the program for 
accreditation.

The Senate Appropriations 
Committee took a vote on the 
question of troop withdrawals, 
and voted to pull 60 thousand 
troops out of Europe during the 
next six months. But, as far as 
Vietnam is concerned, they voted 
not to pull all troops from 
Vietnam immediately. The 
administration sees the Vietnam 
vote as a victory, but the note 
against Europe was not what was 
expected. 

Currently there are more 
troops in Europe, (310 thousand), 
than in Vietnam. 


Republican Governors 

Vice President Spiro Agnew is 
reported to have said of 
California Congressman Paul 
McCloskey, that in his effort to 
finance his dump _ Nixon 
campaign, the former Korean 
War hero is selling his works of 
art. Included in the sales is his 
favorite painting, ‘‘Benedict 
Arnold Crossing the Delaware.” 


Foreign Aid 
Congress approved a 
temporary continuation of 
Foreign Aid, but at lower rates. 
A fight will is expected over the 
kind of program to take its place. 
Last month the Senate sent two 
bills, one for Economic Aid, the 
other for Military Aid, and sent it 
to the House, who passed a 
different bill the Senate failed. 
The House voted to keep its 
different bill and ignore the bill 
sent them by the Senate.

“Young Americans view the 
Peace Corps as a positive force 
for ‘helping other people help 
themselves’,’’ said a recent 
Peace Corps national research 


survey. 


The survey that a majority of 
young people consider people - to 
- people programs to be the 
Corps’ major 
contributions abroad. Also a high 
level of interest in the Peace 
Corps was shown. 


Asked if they thought the Peace 


Corps would be interested in 
them, 72 per cent said yes. 

Since the Peace Corps 
inception in 1961, over 50,000 
Americans have served as 
volunteers overseas. The young 
Americans believed the Peace 
Corps operated independently in 
the 60 nations in which it serves. 

The research survey was 
conducted this year among 
widely varied groups across the 
U. S. Of the total of 995, there 
were 164, or 17 per cent, between 
the ages of 18 to 24.

Pollution 


Split rims, beer cans, gas from 
leaking gas tanks, and muffler 
shreds have made NECC the new 
research center for parking lot 
pollution. 

In recent efforts to curb air and 
noise pollution, the state of 
Massachusetts has built one of 
the best cures for stopping the 
above mentioned abberations. 

A parking lot that isn’t, which 
causes great damage to cars 
(parking lot pollution), is one of 
the most sure fire cures for 
pollution. By making it 
impossible to drive to school 
without damaging your car, 
students will have to resort to 
bicycles and horses to save wear 
and tear, along with stopping 
pollution. But horses? 

Green 
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Plastic & Solid 
: Waste Disposal 


Though only 1.9 percent of the 
country’s solid waste consists of 
plastic, the Manufacturing 
Chemists Association predicts 
the product’s wide use as a 
packaging material will push the 
figure to 2.8 percent by 1980. Add 
to this an increasing public 
concern of what happens when 
the stuff is incinerated, and you 
can understand why the Society 
of the Plastics Industry, Inc. 
sponsored an $82,000 research 
project to determine how much of 
an air pollution’ villain plastic 
really is. 

Tests were conducted for a 
year at Babylon, Long Island’s 
municipal incineration plant by 
research scientists from New 
York University’s chemical 
engineering department. The 
research team focused on the 
four main types of plastics most 
likely ‘9 appear in municipal 
incinerating plant: ployethylene 
(used in films and sheets for 
packaging and covers, molded 
containers, electric wire 
insulation, bottles, upholstery) ; 
polyvinyl chloride (phonograph 
records, luggage, curtains, 
rainwear); polystyrene 
(refrigerators, air conditioners, 
lamination of fabrics, dishes); 
and polyurethane (mattress 
padding, interlinings for 
overcoats and sleeping bags, 
soundproof walls, heat 
insulation, cigarette and air 
filters). The study sought to 
determine not only the degree to 
which the materials broke down 
and emerged as hazardous air 
pollutants; but whether they did, 
as concerned critics claimed, 
produce corrosive’ gases 
(hydrogen chloride) capable of 
fouling cleaning devises in the 
incinerators. 

The Babylon plant — which at 
present does not meet New York 
fly ash emission requirements — 
was chosen in part because it is 
typical of municipal incinerators 
built in recent years. Its two 
furnaces process an average of 
200 tons of mixed refuse a day. In 
the tests, according to the July 5, 
1971, New York Times, 7,000 
pounds of each of the plastics was 
added to the incinerator’s refuse 
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mix. ‘‘Since plastics are 
estimated to compromise 2 
percent to 3 percent of the 
average collected refuse mix, the 
additions resulted in tests of 
double or triple the amount of 
plastics in the normal solid waste 
loads. While measured amounts 
of each of the plastics were added 
to one of the furnaces, the other 
furnace, burning normal refuse 
without added plastics was 
monitored to provide control.” 

After the field tests the 
researchers conducted additional 
analytical tests in N.Y.U. 
laboratories. Professor Elmer R. 
Kaiser, head of the research 
team, summed - up the study’s 
conclusions this past June: 

— Large amounts of plastics in 
the solid waste mix did not have 
harmful (corroding) effects on 
incinerator interiors during the 


test period. 
—.- The higher’ burning 
temperatures of plastics 


improved incinerator 
performance, particularly when 
normal refuse was wet. 

— Incineration of plastics, even 
in amounts greater than are now 
found in municipal refuse, 
caused no significant increase in 
smoke levels and did not increase 
pollution in the atmosphere. 

— During the tests, plastics did 
not melt during incineration and 
drip through incinerator grates 
or clog openings, and 
incineration did not increase odor 
concentration levels in 
incinerator flue gases. 

The plastics industry was 
understandably pleased with the 
test results. And the National 
Industrial Pollution Control 
Council was quick.to point out 
that faulty incinerators are the 
crux of solid waste disposal 
problems: ‘‘If all plastics were 
removed from _ incinerator 
refuse, the materials remaining 
would still contain a substantial 
amount of chlorides and other 
corrosive and polluting agents. If 
our incinerators were properly 
equipped and operated, 
emissions of all pollutants, 
including hydrogen chlorides, 
would be within accepted 
standards.” 
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The Environmental Protection 


Agency concedes this point, but it 
stresses that ‘‘the specific 
question with plastics — the 
major controversy — has to do 
with halogenated plastics, 
polyvinyl - chloride (PVC) in 
particular.’’ But because PVC is 
cheap to produce and possesses 
such desired qualities as 
clearness, rigidity and impact 
resistance, the plastic industry 
rushes to its defense. ‘‘Corrosion 
is manageable,’’ says SPI

Continued trom Page 5 


executive vice - president Ralph 
L. Harding, Jr. ‘““You cannot say © 


that the hydrogen chloride from 


plastics isn’t contributing to 
corrosion, but it is documented 
that it is not a major or 
prohibiting factor.”’ : 

EPA doesn’t altogether agree. 
Due to the controversy over 
hydrogen chloride corrosion of 
incinerators burning residue 
containing PVC, the federal 
agency is presently supporting at 
least four specialized research 
projects (Syracuse University, 
Battelle Memorial Institute, 
University of Michigan, and the 
University of Texas at Austin) to 
investigate plastics and 
incineration. 

Though the plastic industry 
would like to think otherwise, the 
public has not totally bought the 
results of the Babylon plant 
studies. According to the August 
1971 issue of ‘Environmental 
Sciences and Technology,’’ 
“Many states and local areas are 
considering Legislation to tax, 
restrict, or ban the use of plastic 
products. At present, legislation 
directed at plastics is pending in 
at least 13 states. In New York 
City, the city council recently 
passed a tax of 2 cents per plastic 
container.” (A move which SPI 
plans to challenge by filing a 
lawsuit contesting its 
constitutionality. ) 

Plastic industry research is 
meanwhile beginning to produce 
new products designed to erase 
plastic’s stigma from the 
environmental scene

resin (Vistron Corporation, 
Cleveland, Ohio), Monsanto’s 
Lopac (a nitrile - based 
polymer), and American 
Cyanamid’s XT polymer are all 
steps forward toward a day in 
which our plastic - oriented 
society can burn its refuse and 
still hope to safely breathe.

How does a student go about 
presenting his case to the Board? 
The best approach is to see a 
counselor in the counseling office 
who will help you present your 
case to the Board. Below you will 
find a description of the 
procedures to be used in 
presenting an appeal.

PROCEDURES 

1. A student who desires action 
by the Board of Recourse and 
Review will make his intention 
known in writing to the Board. 
Copies of this initial appeal will 
be provided by the secretary of 
the Board to all members of the 
committee. 

A. A petitioner must have 
exhausted all other possibilities 
prior to an appeal. These 
possibilities may include trying 
to settle the problem with: an 
instructor, if involved in the 
case; the Department Head, the 
Division Head, and the Dean of 
the College, if it is deemed 
necessary; the Dean of Students 
or the Counseling staff. 

B. Specific reasons for the 
appeal must be stated in full by 
the petitioner. 

C. The petitioner must provide 
the Board complete 
documentation relevant to his 
case. Transcripts must always be 
provided, and medical 
documentation must be provided 
if warranted by the case. 

D. In cases where a hearing is 
held by the Board, the student 
and - or his representative, who 
must be a member of the 
Academic Council or a student in 
his College, will ‘be given the 
opportunity to present his case 
personally, and all parties 
involved will be allowed to be 
present and be heard at the 
hearing but not during the

OFFICIAL ROUTE SELECTED 
FOR 2000-MILE 
APPALACHIAN NATIONAL 


SCENIC TRAIL, | 
According to the Interior, the 


official route has been selected to 
minimize adverse effects on 
adjacent land owners and land 
users while still affording the 
best possible trail locations along 
the entire 2,000-mile length of the 
trail corridor. 

Narrative descriptions and 
maps of this famous trail fill 
nearly 100 pages in the Federal 
Register which can be purchased 
from the Superintendent of 
Documents, Washington, D. C. 
20402. More detailed maps 
delineating the trail route are on 


display in the capitals of the 14° 


states which have portions of the 
trail and in Room 1210, 
Department of the Interior, 
Washington, D.C. 20240. 

The National Trails System Act 
of October 2, 1968 provides that 
once the official trail route has 
been selected the 14 states 


affected will be encouraged to. 


enter into cooperative 
agreements with landowners for 
rights of way for the trail or to 
acquire lands and interests in 
land required to provide trail 
corridors over the 850 miles of 
privately owned lands which, for 
the most part, have been used in 
the past by trail hikers through 
verbal or written consent of. 
landowners. Some states now 
have enabling legislation to begin 
land acquisition programs 
specifically designed for the 
Appalachian National Scenic 
Trail. 

In two years, in accordance 
with the act, the Federal 
Government will assess the 
progress made by the states and 
then work with the states, as 
required, to complete the 
acquisition program. 


The official route of the 
Appalachian National Scenic 
Trail has been selected. By the 
time this is read, general . 
narrative descriptions and maps 
of the route in each of the 14 
states through which the trail 
runs will have been published in 
the Federal Register. 

The proposed Appalachian 
Nation Scenic Trail was 
published in the Federal Register 
of February 9, 1971 to give 
Federal, state and_ local 
governmental bodies and private 
organizations and landowners 
and users directly affected by the 
proposed trail route 
opportunities to provide advice 
and assistance in selection of the 
official route. 

The idea for linking various 
Appalachian Mountain chain 
trails into one was proposed in 
1921 by Benton MacKay of 
Massachusetts,and the trail 
became a reality under the 
leadership of Myron H. Avery, of 
Maine,-who as chairman of the 
Appalachian Trail Conference 
from 1931 to 1952 enlisted the 
support of thousands. of 
Americans. It was declared a 
National Scenic Trail by the 
Congress in 1968 and placed 
under the administration of the 
Secretary of the Interior, who has 
delegated this responsibility to 
the National Park Service.
